Mrs. Bright, 
with her two sons, left Gottingen lor 
New York shortly before the begin- 
ning of the war. 

Her first news regarding her hus- 
band’s plizht come in a letter dated 
October 25 acd written by a womun 
servant in Mr. Bright's home. This 
was confirmed by a letter written on 
October 30 vy an American friend, 
who said that Mr. Bright had ap- 
pealed to ths American consul and to 
Ambassador Gerard. It was said that 
the consul at Hanover had promised 
to make a trip to Gottingen tu inves:

French Government Publishes 
Documents Bearing on War.” 


Ralser Wilhelm, Who Up to 1018 
Had Posed as a Champion of: 
Peace, Told King of Belgium That 
He Had Finally Come to Share the 
Ideas of Military Advisers — He 
Was Jealous of Crown Prince. 


PARIS, Dec. 1.—The French Min- 
istry of Foreign Affairs yesterday 
meade public a Yellow Book bearing 
on the causes of the present war, This 
French volume is much more com- 
plete than the publications of this na- 
ture given out up to the present time 
by other Governments. The French 
report comprises no fewer than one 
hundred and sixty documents. 

“It was Grst in the spring of 1913," 
Says the yellow book, “that we noted 
this colossal and expensive military 
effort which alone can explain the de- 
sire to impose the Germanic superior- 
ity and hegemony of the necessity of 
an offensive war against France; pre- 
pare uprisings In Russia and in north’ 
Africa; provide for, In case of hostill- 
Ues, the immediate absorption of Bel- 
sium and Holland. 

“We declare that Emperor Wil- 
lam, who up to that time had posed 
asa “champion of peace, admitted in 
the course of a conversation with the 
King of Belgium that he had Bnally 
come to share the ideas of his mill- 
tary advisers. He had placed himself 
among the partisans of a war whicb 
he thought would not be Jong delay- 
ed, and the overpowering success of 
which seemed to him certain. Pub- 
Ue opinion, In its turn, permitted 
itself to be won over by the passions 
of the military party, and came to 
gonsider the affair of Agadir as a de- 
feat for Germany.

The most interesting human docu- 
ment in the yellow book is a letter 
wren by M. Jules Cambon, the 
French Ambassador at Berlin, to For- 
eign Minister Pichon, in November, 
1913, warning the Foreign Oftice that 
German hostility to France was in- 
creasing and that the Kaiser had 
ceased to be a partisan of peace. The 
Ambassador added: 

“The King of the Belgians had the 
same impression after a conversation 
with the Emperor In the presence of 
Von Moltke. The reason is, perhaps, 
that the Kaiser is jealous of the grow- 
ing popularity of the Crown Prince, 
who {is flattering pan-Germanic pas- 
tions,”

To Prevent Curdling. 

The reason’ that eges curdle when 
being scrambled is because they are 
cooked too fast and too long. To pre- 
vent this stir the eggs continuously 
over a slow fire until they are a soft, 
creamy mass, just thicts enough not to 
Gow off the crisp, hot ‘buttered tonst 
on which they ace served. ‘ 

There are several causes to account 
for the whites of eggs curdling whi 
belng whipped. ‘This generally bop 
pens if weak, stale eggs are osed, the 
whites of which are very watery, 

Curdling is often the result of beat- 
ing a meringue all over the bowl: in- 
Stead of keeping it well in the center. 
Particles of the meringue remain seD- 
arnte, the smal! cells burst and when 
mixed in with the remainder, of the 
mixture cause the whole to/ become‘ 
soft. Heat slowly at frst and)increase 
the specd as the cubstance ‘becomes 
trun.

safeguard the country. against con- 
tngencies which might arise in con- 
sequence of such an enormous up- 
heaval. 

The political divisions of the con- 
tinent of Europe, the Premier point- 
ed out, were perhaps about to be 
modified.

Dear Mr, Editor:— 

Thanks for the privilegejof appeal- 
ing through your columns of behalf of 
the Hospital for Sick Children. 
Hospital takes care of sick und de- 
formed children, not only in Toronto, 
but In the Province, outside of the city. 

This ng year, of all the years 
In the Hos 8 bistory, has a more 
serious outlook, as regards funds for 

‘ maintenance, than any year that has 
passed its calendar. 

So many calls are being made on the 
Purses of the generous people of To 
Fonto and Ontario, to belp the soldiers 
of the Empire, that as I make my 
daily rounds through the wards of the 
Hospital, and see the suffering chit 
dren in our cots and beds, the thought 
strikes me as to whether the people 
will as of old, with all the demands 
made upon them, answer our appeal 
and help to maintain the Institution 
that Is fighting in the neverending 
battle with discase and death, in {ts 
endeavor to save the stricken little 
ones in the child-life of Ontario. 

Last year thero were 294 in-patients 

m 210 places outside of Toronto, 
and in ‘the past twenly years there 
have deen 7,000 from places In the 
Province other than Toronto. 

It costs us $2.54 per patient per day 
for maintenance. The municipalities 
pay for patients $1 per patient per 
day; the Government allows 20 cents 
Der patient per day; so, deducting 
$1.20 from $2.34, It leaves the Hospital 
with $1.14 to pay out of subscriptions 
[It recelves from the people of Toronto 
and the Province. Tho shortage last 
year ran to $13,000, 

Since 1880 about 1,000 cases of club 
feet, bow legs and knock knees havo 
been treated, and of these 900 had 
perfect correction, Nearly all these 
were from different parts of the Pro- 
vince outside of the city of Toronto,

Having selzed the predominat- 
ing Suvober range, the Austrians used 
this as a pivot for an attempted sweep 
to surround Kraguyevatz, with Its ar- 
senal, in order to fall on Nish. While 
this, manoeuvre was golng on the 
Serbs withdrew from. Belgrade and 
concentrated on the Suvalvor front, 
Then, with magnificent elan, they 
broke through the Austrian centre, 
stormed and took Suvober and Mal- 
jen Mountains, and got the enemy on 
the run. Asa result, the Austrian 
thirteenth, Sfteenth -and sixteenth 
part of the Eighth Corps were shat- 
tered, and fied before the Serbs, who

SUBMARINE RAID FAILS, 


German Flotilla Said To Have Attack- 
ed Dover, But Was Driven Of. 


. LONDON, Dec. 11.—Half a dozen 
German submarines made an attempt 
at 6.30 o’clock yesterday morning to 
enter the Admiralty harbor, accord- 
Ing to a Dover despatch to the Ex- 
change Telegraph Co., and for half an 
hour the batteries kept up a furious 
fusillade, firing at least 200 shots.

The Admiralty, to whom this de- 
spatch was submitied, said that it bad 
not received confirmation of the re- 
ported attack. . 

According to a -bulletin -of The 
Daily Telegraph the submarines were 
first sighted off Dover harbor at 4.40 
Thursday morning. One shot was 
fired by the harbor cun, and the sub- 
marine disappeared. A second at- 
tempt was made at 6.30. Several 
submarines attempted to enter the 
harbor at the eastern entrance. Sev- 
eral warsbips are in the harbor, and 
were undoubtedly the object of the 
attack. The effect-of the firing by 
the batteries was watched by -num- 
hers of people who- burried to the 
seafront. Powerful searchlights were 
sweeping the sea from the piers and 
breakwaters. '

LODZ WAS GIVEN UP. 


Russians Did Mot Tose a Man In 
Evacuating City. 

PETROGRAD, Dec. 10.—The evac- 
uation by the Russians of Lo<z, Rus- 
sian Poland, is admitted in 2 sxeml- 
oficial communication Issued yeater- 
day, thourh the statement adds that 
the Russians did not lose a soldier 
when the position was glyen up.

cost them more than 10,000 soldiers, 
and upon which they dared not Ad- 
vance. : 

“Only at three o'clock in the after- 
noon of Dec. 6 did the Germans move 
forward to verify that there was no- 
body in the trenches facing them. 
They then entered the town. 

“In changing our positions In the 
region of Lodz we did not lose a sol- 
dier, We undertook this manoeuvre 
only after we had ascertained that 
the Germans had definitely decided 
not to continue their attacks in this 
district. 

“Our manoeuvre was entirely inde- 
| pendent of any aggressive action on 
the part of the enemy.” 

The Russian movements enyrelop- 
log Cracow continues slowly, but auc- 
cessfully, According to Information 
reaching Petrograd, however, the 
centre of operations has shifted to 
the southward to the foothills of the 
Carpathians, on the left wing of the 
Itussian front, which extends from 
Velitchka, six miles from Cracow, 
znd within the outer circles of the 
Cracow forts, to Neu Zandet, 70 
tolles southeast of Cracow.

AUSTRIA HUMBLED. 


She Has Twice Sought Peace With 
>) * Servis, Says Clemenceau. 


LONDON, Dee. 14.— The, marvel- 
lous recovery of the~Servians and 
their’ defeat of four Austrian army 
corps, which had penetrated half way 
across Servia, remains the wonder of 
military men. Tho Crown Prince, in 
an address to his troops, told them 
that they had ‘beaten and pursued 
tho enemy with a rapidity unheard of 
in military history.” 

The shattered Austrian right wing 
crossed the Drina into Bosnia, where 
it was attacked by the Montenegrins 
near Vishegrad, and had to leave an- 
other toll of -prisoners, killed and 
wounded, ‘and war material. The 
pursuing Servians also picked up an- 
other 6,000 prisoners and some guns 
and munitions, 

The Austrian army from Belgrado 








| bas again essayed attacks against the 


Servian right wing, but, meeting with 
no success, retired. It is unofficially 
reported that the Austrians are pre- 
paring to leave Belgrade. 

A despatch from Paris saya;— 

Georges Clemenceau, former Pro- 
mier of France, stated yesterday: 

“} learned that Austria has twice 
asked Servia to agree to peace, The 
source of my information Js such that 
i defy anyone to contradict it. 

“A shuddering apprebension for 
the near future must have seized up- 
on Berlin and Vienna for that’proud 
empire to supplicate little Servia for 
peace.” 

The French War Office official 
statement says regarding the Servian 
campalgn:— . 
“The extreme Servian ieft wing 
pursuing the enemy has forced him to 
recross the Drina near Baina Basta. 
On the remainder of the front the 
Servian armles continue to drive back 
the Austrians to the north and north- 
west.” 5 

Vienna Admits Defeat, 
AMSTERDAM, Dec. 14—(Via Lon- 
don,)—A seml-official statement Is- 
sued In Vienna yesterday, deprecates 
the reports of extensive’ Servian 
wictories, explaining that strong Ser- 
vian forces made necessary “‘the re- 
grouping of our Balkan army and 
the retirement of our right wing.”

In the event of the allles landing 
tbe Turks threaten reprisals against 
ibe allied subjects who are held as 
hostages. 4 

An official statement telling of the 
bombardment by Turkish warships of 
the Russian fortified port of Batum, 
in the Black Sea, was issued yeaster- 
day at Petrograd by the headquarters 
of the Caucasian army. 

“On Saturday, Dec. 12, toward two 
o'clock in the afternoon, the former 
German battle-cruiser Goeben, accom- 
panied by the Turkish torpedo-gun- 
boat Berki Satvyct, approached Batum 
and attempted to bombard the fort- 
ress of the city. 

“The forts, however, opened fire, 
and the Goeben, alter firlog fiftecn 
shots, rapidly withdrow. The damage 
caused by the fire of the warships 
was insignificant.’ . 

According to information reaching 
Petrograd, a large Turkish division 
has attempted in vain to enter Rus- 
sla through Persian territory. Tho 
Turks have been repulsed in spite of 
assistance rendered by the Kurds. 

A Berlin-wireless despatch recelv- 
ed in London says that an attack on 
the Dardanelles by the British and 
French fleet is reported in Berlin.

Gorman Cruiser Is at Punta Arenas 
But Cannot Escape Pursucrs. 


BUENOS AYRES, Dec. 14. — The 
Argentine Government has received 
word that the German crulser Dres- 
den hag arrived at Punta Arenas, on 
the Straits of Magellan. A despatch 
from Puerto Gallegos says that a 
vessel has been hted there, sur- 
rounded by British ships. Another 
despatch says the Dresden has taken 
refuge off the coast of Patagonia. 

Another despatch. from Buenos 
Ayres says it is officially announced 
by. the German consul at Purfla 
Arenas that the Dresden arrived 
there yesterday. 

Previgjus advices from the Argen- 
ting: capital said that the Dresden 
bad grounded in Rio Gallegos, The 
grounding of the Dresden in Rio 
Gallezos is confirmed by new advices 
from that point, which state that the 
warship which was beached in the 
roads there was floated during the 
day, and salled for the south.

Person- 
ally, E think that the Yorkshire coast 
is more likely, for the Germans will 
first desire to invade the industrial 
centres of the north. They appreciate 
whai effect that would have if they 
succeeded. Once let them get hold of 
some of the big manufacturing 
towns, factories would be smashed up 
and ruined, and i estimate that they 
could throw 14,000,000 persohs out 
of employnient, rendering them desti- 
tute and starving. It is certaln that 
even dy a short, sharp raid they could 
do a tremendous amount of damage.”

Fighting of an exceedingly desper- 
ate character, which may proye the 
early stages of one of the greatest 
battles of the war, has been taking 
place during the Jatter portion of the 
week along the line cast of Ypres and 

| Armentieres, = 

The allies and the enemy face each 
other in Immense force in thia dis- 
triet. for both sides scem to realize 
the atrategic importance of the 
ground which Hes between the Yser 
and the Lys. 

Success has attended both the Ger- 
mans and the French in turn, but 
the Josses of the enemy have been 
far preater, and the French, in places, 
} have gained slight advantage. 

This {fs particularly noteworthy 
when it Is considered that the Ger- 
mans on Thursday attacked In over- 
whelming force time after time. 
Their movement was concentrated on 
the line of ¢ hes not far from 
the village of hebusch, which was 
not particularly strongly beld by the 
French. 

A terrific prelude to the attack was 
made by the German artillery which 
concentrated a furious shrapnel fire 
on the French position. At this point 
the trenches of the Germans were 
only seventy yards away, and for fcar 
of hitting their own men the en- 

jemy's artillery almed fairly high, so 
the Frenchmen In the rear trenches 
suffered the most heavily. Those in 
the front trenches were huddled 

against the sides while the storm 
raged over them. 

The French 75-millimetre guos 
raked the German batteries ip an- 
swer, and things were becoming very 
hot when the German Infantrymen 
became active. From the trenches 

Iseventy yards away a shower of hand 
grenades came bowling over towards 
the French trench. Many very short, 
but a few did some damage. Hardly 
the second plague came to an end 
when out of the trenches climbed a 
awarm of Germans rushing furiously 

S towards the Frenchmen. 

At last the men in that first trench 
had something to do. They jumped 

' to the loopholes and blazec a fierce 
magazine fire into the raging. tearlox 
attack. Every bullet seemed to find 

ta mark. It hardly could have done 
otherwise at such a range. The ad- 
vancing tide wavered, stumbled and 
then awept onward again. 

There was no time for the French- 

*men to reload their rifles, They 
climbed out of the trench and met 
prevent the arrival of french rein- 
forcements, but the reinforcements 
quickly came to the relief of the few 
Frenchmen who still struggle cturdily 
with the enemy.

Russian 
success on the front at Przasnysz and 
Crenstochowa will soon ‘de reflected 
in the operations around Lowicz, The 
fact-that: the Russian cavalry was | 
able to strike a blow at the retreating 
enemy as far northwest as Zuromin, 
only five miles from the frontier of 
East Prosslz, shows that the German 
retreat has. deen hurried, and none 
too orderly, ‘The Russians have tak- 
en Into their own bands the Initiative 
to -the north of the Bsnra river. 
Ther@ are grounds for assuming that 
the further development of ‘the atrug- 
gle will be to the advantage of the 
Russians, in spite of the fact that it 
Wag bocessary for them to fall back a 
Nttle in order to take up a new line. 
The general situation on the right 
flank is quite satisfactory. 

The Morning Post's correspondent 
at Petrograd telexraphs az follows: 

The German advance north of the 
Vistula has now been disposed of. It 
was not.a very large force as matters 
g0 nowadaysa—about two army corps 
—but its attacks were repeated, stub- 
born and flery, The Germans advanc-. 
ed from the direction of Mlawa and 
and were met and repulsed with 
heavy losses somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of Przasnysz and Ziechanow. 
—that is astride of the railways from 
Danzig to Warsaw. They went to 
ground, establishing themselves on 
the line of Przasnysz-Zlechanow, and 
from this position delivered an end- 
less series of attacks. During the 
next six days the Russians quietly 
accepted the attacks ‘and repulsed 
them with loss every time, until the 
ardor of the Germans somewhat cool. 
ed, which was on the 8th, when an 
oficial bulletin reported tbat fighting 
here “has acquired a lesa strenuous 
character,” 

Subsequent attacks were only par- 
tial, and obviously directed towards 
ibe forestalling of expected Russian 
attacks, or possibly to draw the Rus 
sians. Three days later the official 
bulletin simply noted the fact that 
the conflict was developing on normal 
lines, which js one of thegjrana 
Duke’s modest expressions to ibe 
what often passes elsewhere than in 
Russia for victory. 

On the 12th the*moment came 
which had deen waited and prepared 
for by the Russians. 

They delivered their attack and 
captured the enemy’s fortified posi-+ 
tions and drove him back towards the 
political frontier, nearly 30 miles 
away, but as battle was arranged by 
the Russian commanders the Ger- 
mans have been compelled to cover 
a great deal more than 30 miles with- 
out yet reaching home and compara- 
tive safety. 7 

It appears the Russians directed 
their attacks mainly upon ihe Ger- 
man left, and by a successful flank- 
ing movement drove the Germans out 
from their fortified position. Pressing 
still heavily upon the left, the Rus- 
sians flung the Germans back from 
the line of railway and roads leading 
directly towards the German frontier. 
The Germans, therefore, were com- 
pelled to retreat due west until they 
reached a’ point at the village of 
Boghan, where the roads fork north 
and northwest. The main body ap- 
pears to have taken the aboritest road 
home, and Russian horse charged in- 
to the thick of them at Zuromin,, 
doing fearful execution, 

The General Staff of the Russian 
army bas given out the following 
communication under date of Sunday, 
Dee. 13: 

“There has been no engagement of 
Importance on aoy of the fronts, In 
the region of Mlawa we continue to 
force back the German troops, who 
are In retreat. 

“On the left wing of the River Vts- 
tula there has been no change, 

“In the reglonof Mount Buekla 
Austrian coluinns are coming down 
the northern slope of the Carpath- 
jans.”*

These May Be Effectually Removed by 
Disinfection. 

Frults should be fresh, ripe and 
clean, Fruits exposed Jong in the mar- 
ket offen undergo partial decomposl- 
tion. When decomposition has dot ac- 
tually begun the surface of the fruit ts 
sometimes covered with maid, dust 
snd germs of various sorts, often of a 
deadly character, “Carefgl selection of 
frult to be serred and a thorough 
cleansing of it is always of the ut- 
thost Importance. 

Such frults as apples, plums and 
xtapes may be dipped for two minutes 
in a % per cent solution of peroxide of 
hydrogen. After disinfecting the fruit

do wonder that the heads of our in- 
telligent statesmen should lend them- 
selves to such foolishness, excn 
though it emanated from the hard- 
headed, journalists who Induced 
school children to such folly, The 
effect of this mental confusion {fs to 
awakon thinking people to the real 
facts of the case and sreatly to dis- 
credit all cffort on behalf of the war 
sufferers, . } 
Thinking people are saying to 
themzelves: The warring nations 
should cach look out for the victims 
of their war,, They are bound to do 
this through self-respect at home and 
abroad. Assistance from ux xhould 
not be pecessary — in not necessary. 
Moncy spent thus benefits the xivers 
moro than the: receivers; for those 
who should look alter tho needly will 
probably content themsclyes with 
saying to the unforluaates, “Did you 
not get your share of the American. 
donation?” -Thus our intended gen- 
erosity may merely help to prolong 
war and do injury to thoze wo wish 
to benchit. : 

On the other hand, the “submerged 
tenth” at home ore in straits and Ilke- 
ly to suffer this wintery-perhaps ful- 
ly as much a4 the Belvian refugees, 
Hundreds have already been evicted 
because of inability to pay their rent 
and, with their few belongings in the 
street, are certainly nearly ax much 
fo ‘be pitied—perhaps more—as the 
war refugees acrosg the ocean, Sur- 
ly charity begins at home! Wo therv- 
fore highly commend a general move- 
ment toward Homo Itelicf, believing 
it to be a safe and sane policy in ac- 
tord with the teachings of the Diblo 
"Ho that provideth not for his own 
* © © js worse than an infidel.” 

The people at our doors are our 
own respnosibjlity. In many respects 
the war is more injurious here than 
in the warring countries. Thore, 
Government contrachs for army ra- 
tions, clothing, military apparatus, 
ship-building, etc., are causing great 
business prosperity, especially in 
Germany and Great Britain. 
on the contrary, the avenues of busi- 
ness are dislocated. The foreign ab- 
sorption of gold causes financial em- 
barrasament and stringency, the dis- 
charge of @lvrks, mechanics, ete.

OTTAWA, Dec, 23.—(Special.)—

Financial measures to meet the fall- 
ing revenues and enable the Govern- 
Ment to meet the war expenditures 
and the cost of administration will be | 
the chief subjects of legislation.

market, and in part by increased tax- 
ation.

” BERLIN,’ Dec. 24.—(Wireless to 
Sayville.)—Among the further an- 
nouncements. made by the official 
press bureau is the statement that, 
according to a Constantinople de- 
spatch, the Turkish army, under com- 
mand of Minister of Marine Djemal 
Pasha, has begun a march from Da- 
mascus toward the Suez Canal.

It is, officially, reported from Con- 
stantinople that many Indian 2fo- 
hammedans from the British army of 
occupation in Egypt are deserting to 
the Turks, 

Deputations of Indian Mohammc- 
dans hare been received in Constan- 
tinople. Their arrival has been the 
causetof great jubilation. 

Constantinople reports that have 
reached Berlin state that Turkish 
troops have passed the Egyptian fron- 
tier In force, according to an official 
announcement made here yesterday.

LONDON, Dec. 26. — Col. E..D. 
Swinton, attached to Field Marshal 
Sir John French's staff as official 
“eye-witness” of the British expedi- 
Nionary, force in France.and Belgium, 
sends the sohowies/- 5 narrative of 
events supplementing continuing 
that furnished to Include the activi- 
tles of Dec. 13. The narrative, which 
ts dated Dec. 21, is In part: 

“The Germans are making determ- 
ined efforts to regain the ground 
they have lost, and by sheer weight of 
numbers,.they bave partially” suc- 
ceeded. 

“After one of otir attacks on the 
18th, made in the centre of the Hone, 
there accurred an innovation in our 
relations with the enemy. A kind of 
armistice was concluded in order to 
permit ‘the burying of the dead on 
doth sides. 

“The employment of bombs has 
undoubtedly, been the chief feature of 
the recep} action, The throwing of 
large bs from trench mortara and 
similar smaller miasites from rifles or 
by band has now become general all 
along the line, * 

“When the fighting reaches the 
stage of trench warfare at short 
range weapons. which cannot be used 
with safety owing to the propinquity 
to each other of the front Nnes of 
elther side. 

“The freat use made by the Ger- 
mans of these.engines of destruction 
Is only one sign of the reliance they 
place upon every possible means of 
helping their infantry and artillery 
in the Lombardment of their enemy's 
positions. 


SOLDIERS EVERYWHERE. 


Britain’s Christmay, Was a Military 
One—Canadians In Evidence, 


LONDON, Dee, 26.—Christmas of 
1914 with long’ be remembered in 
Great Hritainvas:= military Christ- 
mas. Everywhere throughout the Is- 
lands men In khaki and in blue were 
the object of attention and adaiira- 
ion. There was a xreat decrease in 
the customary railway crowds of civi- 
lians visiting their homes for family 
reunions, but almost the usual num- 
ber of trains was running. The cars 
were filled with soldiers an4 sailors 
taking a brief ledte to visit. their 
families and all were traveling on 
free passes. Many thousands of vol- 
unteers from the training czmps and 
a considerable contingent from the 
continent and the fleet bad two or 
three days for a holiday at their 
homes, and the whole country seemed 
to awarm with uniforms. 

London particularly was full of sol- 
diers. Conspicuous-amonog them were 
several thousand Canadians from Sa- 
lisbury Plain. Christmas in Loudon 
Is Sabbath-like because all the thea- 
tres are closed and the hotels and 
public houses keep Sanday hours.

“ ish Long Range Naval Artillery

PARIS, Dec. 26.—The Franco-Bel- 
Glan advance along the sand dunes 
of the Belgian littoral is developing 
remarkable strength, 


Though the official communique 
fssued from the War Office last night 
¢Onfines itself to the bare statement 
that “some progress has been made 
before Nieuport,” it is permissible to 
add that this movement is the most 
significant of {he operations on the 
left wlog of the allies. 

Upon the abilit:- of the allies to 
malotain the commanding position
